Dear Chief Papa: 

We are representatives of non-profit legal organizations in California that provide 
technical assistance, promote policies, and conduct litigation in the areas of immigration and 
civil rights law. In December 2017, we sent the Hermosa Beach Police Department a letter to 
offer guidance regarding implementation of a new state law, known as the California Values Act 
(SB 54). This is a request for information pursuant to California’s Public Records Act, California 
Government Code §§ 6250 — 6276.48, on behalf of Asian Americans Advancing Justice - Asian 
Law Caucus and National Day Laborer Organizing Network. We ask that you please direct this 
request to all appropriate offices and departments within the Hermosa Beach Police Department 
that may supply any of the information sought through this request. 

A. Requested Information 

1. We request any and all records 1 from January 2017 to the present related to: 

a. The number of immigration detainers, notification requests, and transfer 
requests (through Forms I-247A, I-247D, I-247N, and 1-247X, as well as any 
other means of formal or informal requests) that the Hermosa Beach Police 
Department has received from Immigration and Customs Enforcement 
(“ICE”) or Customs and Border Protection (“CBP”); 

b. The number of those requests that the Hermosa Beach Police Department has 
responded to; 

c. The basis for which the Hermosa Beach Police Department responded to each 
request; and 

d. The number of people ICE or CBP picked up from the Hermosa Beach Police 
Department’s custody after the Hermosa Beach Police Department’s response 
to a request. 


1 The term “records” as used herein means “public records” as broadly defined by Cal. Gov. Code § 6252(e), and 
includes, but is not limited to, correspondence, documents, data, videotapes, audio tapes, DVDs, CDs, emails, faxes, 
telephone messages, logs, files, guidance, guidelines, evaluations, instructions, analyses, memoranda, agreements, 
notes, orders, policies, procedures, protocols, reports, rules, training manuals, other manuals, or studies.

2. We request any and all records from January 2017 to the present related to: 

a. The number of inmates in the Hermosa Beach Police Department’s custody 
that ICE or CBP requested to interview; 

b. The number of inmates who received a written consent form pursuant to 
California Government Code 7283.1, also known as the TRUTH Act; 

c. The number of inmates who declined to be interviewed by ICE or CBP; and 

d. The number of inmates who agreed to be interviewed by ICE or CBP with an 
attorney present; 

e. The number of inmates who agreed to be interviewed by ICE or CBP without 
an attorney present; 

f. The number of inmates who ICE or CBP actually interviewed. 

3. We request any and all records from January 2017 to the present related to: 

a. The number of individuals arrested during joint operations with the 
Department of Homeland Security (“DHS”), CBP, or ICE (including ICE 
Homeland Security Investigations (“HSI”)); 

b. The criminal charges brought against each individual; and 

c. The number of individuals charged with civil immigration violations. 

4. We request any and all records from October 2017 to the present related to 
communications within the Hermosa Beach Police Department and between the 
Hermosa Beach Police Department and the following persons/entities regarding 
immigration enforcement policy, including communications about SB 54, 
communications about the federal government filing a lawsuit regarding SB 54, 
recent and proposed ICE deportation-related enforcement activity, and detention 
contracts 2 : 

a. The Department of Homeland Security 

b. Immigration and Customs Enforcement 

c. Customs and Border Protection 

d. The White House 

e. The U.S. Department of Justice 

f. The California Department of Justice 

g. California law enforcement officials (including the California State Sheriffs’ 
Association, the California Police Chiefs’ Association, and individual 
California Sheriffs and Police Chiefs or any members of their agencies) 

For each person/entity, we seek records of the communications themselves as well 
as any other records related to the communications. This request does not seek 
information regarding individual immigration detainers or the details of specific 
individual cases.

B. Fee Waiver 

We request a waiver of all costs because disclosure of the information will likely 
contribute significantly to public understanding of the Hermosa Beach Police Department’s 
implementation of SB 54 and other state laws to protect immigrant communities, and our 
organizations will use this information to inform our public education and advocacy efforts. 
Furthermore, we have no commercial interest in this matter, and plan to make any information 
received as a result of this request available to the public, at no cost. Disclosure in this case 
therefore meets the statutory criteria, and a fee waiver would fulfill legislative intent. 3 If you are 
not able to waive the applicable fees, please inform us immediately of any payment required 
prior to copying. 

We look forward to receiving a response within ten (10) calendar days following receipt 
of this letter. Cal. Gov. Code § 6253(c). If this request is denied in whole or part, we ask that 
your office describe with specificity each record withheld and justify in writing all deletions by 
reference to specific exemptions of the Public Records Act. Cal. Gov. Code § 6255. Please also 
disclose any portions of those records for which no exemption is claimed. We reserve the right to 
appeal a decision to withhold any records.
